Substance abuse nust be a
risk factor. The departnent shall, within funds appropriated for this
pur pose, offer enhanced community-based services to persons who are
determ ned not to require further state intervention.

((28y)) (17) Upon receipt of a report of alleged abuse or negl ect
the [ aw enforcenent agency may arrange to interview the person making
the report and any collateral sources to determne if any malice is
i nvolved in the reporting.

(18) Upon receiving a report of alleged abuse or neglect involving
a child under the court's jurisdiction under chapter 13.34 RCW the
departnent shall pronptly notify the child's gquardian ad litem of the
report's contents. The departnment shall also notify the guardian ad

litem of the disposition of the report. For purposes of this
subsection, "guardian ad litenl has the neaning provided in RCW
13. 34. 030.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. A new section is added to chapter 43.06A RCW
to read as foll ows:

The onbudsman shall review all referrals nade by mandated reporters
during 2006 and 2007 and report to the appropriate commttees of the
| egislature on the followi ng: The nunber and types of referrals from
mandated reporters; the disposition of the referrals by category of
mandated reporters; how many referrals resulted in the filing of
dependency actions; any patterns established by the departnment in how
it dealt wwth such referrals; whether the history of fatalities in 2006
and 2007 showed referrals by mandated reporters; and any other
i nformati on the onbudsnman deens relevant. The report is due no |ater
t han June 30, 20009.
